Light Fund Coming 
Up Short In C. P. 


At’the dinner meeting of the 
Canal’Point Lions Club Monday 
evening. the street lights commit- 
tee, composed of Albert Fremd, Al- 
ton Jones and Delmar L, Hooks, re- 
ported only half of the $800 neces- 
sary to finance the cost of street 
lights in the. community of Canal 
Point for the coming year has been 
collected to date and the balance 
must be collected by June 80 in 
order to renew the street lighting 
contract with the Florida Power 
and Light Company. 

It was again pointed out at the 
meeting that since Canal Point is 
not an incorporated town, the 
Lions Club is acting as agent for 
the community in its dealing with 
the FP&L as a public service and 
the full cooperation of the residents 
of the community benefiting from 
the ‘street lights will be appreci- 
ated. 

The community's street lighting 
system, started two years ago 
through the Lions Club leadership, 
now includes 21 street lights ex- 
tending from the Canal Point 
Packing center to the Conimunity 
Park. Additional lights were also] 
installed at the children’s play- 
ground adjoining the Community 
Park on the south last winter fol- 
lowing the opening of the new play- 
ground.

Turnpike Opponents

Opponents of.the present route
